And 
at the si«ne time, the cdilora, Kotokn and Nubikawa. were accused 
by the Cliief of the Metropolitan Psdiee of having violate^ our Con- 
atituthm. The court was held on the Ifith insL. in which Kotoku 
and Nishkawa appeared to defend themscl'.es witliout being ac^ 
companied hy a lawyer. The lobby was packed. Both Kotoku and 
Nishikawa explained their own principles succinctly,,believing that 
thej- were xu’il understood by tne judges. But on 'the 19th inst. 
Kotoku and Nishikawa were senhmeea each to.five months’ im- 
prisonmenr ud to pay a fine of fifty yen. Moreover, the pnblica- 
tion of our pa|ier was stopped. Kotoku and Nishikawa appealed to 
the higher court, and we do not know what the result will be. 

It is true that we are financially snffertng a lost every time 
that persecutionromes, but as our frirads and readers are rendering 
pecuniary help csaitantly, we liclieTe we can euntinne our movement 
without much diftjnity. The blood of martyrs has even been good 
nourishment for the sews of any greSai cause.—Heimin Bhinrbua,

Bui this doe* not prevent this diviaion into cUbscs 
from beinp carried out hy means of violence 'and roiAery, trickery and 
fraud. It doe. not prevent the riilinp class, once harini' the upper hand, 
from consolidating its jiower at the c.Tijcnse of the working claas, from 
taming tlicir social leadership into an intensifiad exploitation of the

But if, u[<on this showing, division into olas.*es haa a certain hiatori- 
4 al justification, it has this only for a given period, only under given 
so.:-ial londirioiis. 'It was based upon the inauflicinieT of production. 
It wifi l>e swept away hv the complete development of modem productive 
liorccs, .\nd. ir, fact, the a'nj'ition of classca in aodety presnppom-s 4 
di'gn.* of hi..ioric.i! evolution, ut wliieh the etiatenreij not simply of this 
or that •particular ruling els..., hiit of anv ruling clasa at ajl, ami, there- 
(fore. the evi.tenec of class distinction iucjf has become an ohsolete 
,iiiachr<uii.m. It presupposes, ‘licrefon', Uic development of proiluclinn 
wirried out to 11 ilcgrce at whicti appropriation of tlie mcan.< of proiluc- 
lion *n 4 | of the products, and, »;itii this, of political domination, of the 
nioiioiKdy of i-ultiire, and of intelleclunl leadership bv a particular i lass 
of .ih ietT, Ifa •i liecomc not only su|)erfltioiis, but economically .politically, 
inleiloi lually a hindrance to development. ' • 

This point is now reached. Their political and Intellectual bank* 
niplcy is scariviv any'longer a ss-erct to the bourgeoisie themssdvos. 
Their i-cojvoii.ir itnnkruptrv recur* regularly every ten year*. In every 
cri.is, "isicicty is sulTocateil beneath the weight of its own prorlnctiv" 
fortes and products, which it cannot h.-s*. anil ‘t.inds helplc.ss, face to facv* 
with the aiisnrd contradiction that the' prothicera have nothing to <-on- 
vtinic. iM.eaiiM- rtiiisiinicrs arc wanting. Tlic expansive force of th<‘ means 
of production biir«u the lioiida that the capitalist mode of production had 
impo.cil upon tliem. T’-eir deliverance from these bond* is the one pr*'- 
I'l'uiditioii for an iinbrokeg constantly aeeolerated development of the 
productive for<e.. and therciviUi for a practhully nnlimibal increase of 
prisluction itself. Xor is this'all. -The socialized appropriation of the 
means of priiduction docs away, not. only with the prcf**nt artificial 
restrictions iiiion production, hut, also with the positive waste imd de¬ 
vastation of productive forces and product's that are at* the present time 
the inevitable conconiitanLs of proilurtinn, and that reach their height 
in the cri-es. Firrthrr, it seta fr<>e for the community at large a ma.sa 
of niean.s of pr'Mliictinn and of pnulncls, by doing away witli the sen.se- 
less exiravng.ymv of the ruling classes of today, and their political repre-' 
siuitalivisi. The poviibility of wx-uring^ for every member of society, by 
means of socializi-d j>rod-actio:i. an existence not only fully siiftlojent 
materially, and becoming day by day mor^ full, lint an exi.slenco 
guarantix'ing to all the free dcvelopmi'nt and exercise of their physical 
and mental faculties—thi.s possibility is now for the Sfst time here, hut 
i< i> here. • 

With the seizinc of the means of production by society, production 
of commodities is done awey with, and, simultaneously, the mastery of 
tlic piwluct over the predu.-rr. .Vnarchr in social prmlmion is replaced 
by systematic, definite organization. The struggle for individual exist-- 
cnee disap;>ear*. Then for the first lime, man, in a certain sense, is 
finally marked off from the rest of the animal kingdom, and emerges 
from mere animal conditions 0 / existence info really human ones. The 
whole splien' of the eondilions of life which environ man, and which have 
hitherto ruled man, now come.s under the dominion and control of man, 
who for tlie first time hivomes the real, conscious lord of Xaturc, because 
he has now liecxune master of hi. own social organization. The law* of 
his own social action, hitherto standing face io face with man as laws of 
Nature foreign to, and dominating, him,'will then be used with full 
imder-taiiding, and so masterni by him. Man’s owrn social organization, 
hitlierto confi.iniiiig him as a necessity imp>s.?d bj, Nature and history, 
now becomes the result of his own free action. The extraneous objertive 
forces that have liitherto governed history, pass under the control of man 
himself. Only from that time will man himself, more and more con¬ 
sciously, make his own histnry-^nly from that ti-iie will the social causes 
set in movement by hi-m have, in the main and in a constantiv groxring 
ineasiipe. the results intended oy him. It is the ascent of mmi from fte 
kingdom of necessity to the kingdom of freedom.

In the tru.iil. freedom of competion change? into it-* very opposite-^ 
into iiKmojiolv ; and llie pniduction without niiv definite plan of eapi- 
tali-lie >ivi-iet.v capilalati-. to the production upon a definite plan of the 
mviidiiig sorialii-lic sociiity. (‘ertaiflly this is so palpable that it must 
break ilown. No nation will put up with production eondncuxl by trnsts, 
with so Iwrcfarcil an exploitation of the community by a *mall band of 
dividcnil-monger-. 

In anv csm', wilb triul. or without, the otTieial repre-entutive of cap¬ 
italist Bociely—the .''iiifc—will ultimately have to uni?i‘rtiike the dinvlion 
of prirtiuetioii.* ’I'liis niM'“*itT for eoiiversion into .''tate-pm[»erty 1* 
fell fur the fir.t time in the great institutions for inlercoiirsc and coin- 
niunication—tlic iHispilliee, the telegraphs, the TAtilway., 

If the eri.ov demon-trate the inlrap'acity of the bourgeoisie for man¬ 
aging any, longer modern prmliirlive forgi's, the transformation of the 
great ev.tuhliahinenls for productibu and di-lribution into joint-stock 
eom|>anitts, tnisis, and State-property, show how unnecossary the bour¬ 
geoisie are for that piirpisj-. All the siK-ial fiinelions of the capitalist are 
now jierformcd by .“nUried employei-*. The capitalist ha* no fiirtlier 
social function than ih-ot of pocketing dividends, tearing olT coupons, and 
gambling on the ,S|ot:k Hxchange, where the ilifliTent capitalist* de*|Kiil 
one another of their capital. .\t first the oapiialislic mode of production 
fortes out the workers. Now it forces out the capitalists, and redui'e* 
them, just as it reduced the worker*, to the ranks of the surplus popula¬ 
tion, although not immediately into ttnwe of tlie indu.strial army. 

But the trausforiiialion.j’ither'into joint-stock eomiwinies and trusts, 
or into State-ownership, lioes not do away with the capitalistic nature of 
the productive forcc.s. In the joint-stock companii's and truita this i* 
obvions. And the modem .Stale, again, is Only the organisation that 
bourgeois society takes on in order to support the external conditions of. 
the capitalist mode of production against the encroaehmenls, as well of 
the workers a* of individual eapitali.sts. Tlie modem Slate, no matter 
what its farm, is es-wntially a capitali.t machine, Uie sUte of the capi¬ 
talists. the ideal ponvinification of the total national capital. The more 
it proce?'^ to the taking over of productive forces, the more does it 
actually become the national capitalist, the more citizen.* does it.exploit. 
The worker* remain wage-worker.*—nroleta'rians. The capitalist relation 
it not done away with. It i* rather Wught tn a head. But, brought to 
a head, it loppltw over. State-fiwncrship of the ptodnetive force* is not 
the solution of the confliei. hut concealed within it arc'tlie technical con¬ 
ditions that form the elements of that solmon. 

Thi.s solution can only consist in the praefical recognition of the 
social natun- of the iii'Hlerii forces of prodiiclinn, and therefore in the 
harmonising the mode* of provluction, appropriation, and exchange vyith 
the 80 * ialiuM cliaraetcr of the means of prmluction. .\nd this ran only 
eome about by society openly and directly taking )ios»ession of the pro¬ 
duct ire-/orres 'Which have outgrown all control except that of society as 
a whole. The sociiil character of the means of production and of the 
products today react* against the producers, periodically disrupta all pro¬ 
duction and exchange, acts only like a law of Nature working blindly, 
f.ircihly, destructively. But with the taking over by nociely of the pro* 
duefive force*, the socUl character of the means of production and of the 
products will be utilised hv flio producers with a perfect nndersUnding 
of its natun'. and instead ol lieing a wiurre of disturbance and periodical 
collapse, will beiximc the most powerful lever of production itself. 

.\ctivr socisl forces work exactly like natural force*: hlinflir, lore- 
ihly, destructively, *0 long as we dii not underatond, and reckon with, 
thimi. But when once we understand them, when once we grasp their 
actiriii. flieir cHrmtion, their,cffecLi, it depends only upon ourselvM to 
suhjvvl them lupn' and uvire to our will, and by means of them to reach 
our own imds. And. thL* holds quite especially of the miglity productive 
fon-t'S'of toilay. As long a» wn obstinately'refuse to understand the 
nutun> aiiij the character of these sdeial means of action—and thi* under¬ 
standing goes agaiUst the. grain of the capitalist mode of prmlnction and 
it* defenders—so long these forces are at work in spite of us, in opposi¬ 
tion to UK, so long they master ns, as wc have shown above in dnuil. 

Bui when once their nature i* understood, they can, in the hands of 
qUi- producers working together, lie transformed from master demons into 
•willing sen’ants. The difference is as that lietweiin the desiructive foree 
Xif electricity in the lightning of the storm, and electricity nnder com- 
nutwl in the telegraph and the voltaic arc; the difference between a con¬ 
flagration, anil fire working in the service of roan. With this recogni¬ 
tion at last of the real nature of the productive force* of toslav, the aooial 
isnarehy of prwtnctlon gives place to a social regulation of production 
tiipon a definite plan, according to the needs of the commnnitv and of 
each inidiridual. Then the.capitalisi.mndc of appropriationt In which 
"the product enslave* first the iirriduix^r and then the apprd'priator, is re- 
iplaced by the mode of appropriation of the proilucU that is ba.*ed upon 
•the nature of the modem means of production; upon the one hand, direct 
aoL-ia! appropriation, a* means to the maintenani'c and extension of pro- 
dnetion—on the other, direct individual appropriation, as means oi tuh- 
»if tence and of onjov ment. 

Whilst Uie capitalist mode of production more and more completely 
transforms the great. m.vjority of the population into proletarians, it 
a-reates the power which, under iienalty of Its own destruction, is forcetl 
Ho accomplish this revolution. vVhiliit it forces on more anil more the 
Hransfomiation of the vast means of production, already socialized, into 
Bute property, it aiiows itself tlie way to aecomplishing this revolution. 
The proletariat triies political power and turns the means of production 
into State property. 

Butf in doing this, it almlishes itself a* proletariat, almlishcs all 'Clos* 
Histmctions and class antagonisms, almlislirs also the ■‘'late as .State. 
Society thus far. based upoe e|,n-. antagonism*, has mxyl of the .'^tate. 
That is, of an organization of the particular cla.s* which was pro tempore 
!the exploiting elass. an organization for the, purpose of preventing any 
inti'rfercnce from without with the rxi.stiiig eondition* of production, 
amt lliercfo're. espix-ially. for the purpose of forcibly keeping the exploited 
whiKM's in the condition of opprcitsion corresponding with the given mode 
of production (slavery, serfdom, wage-lahori. The State was the official 
tepresentative of nociely a* a whole; the gatliering of it togetlier into a 
visihU' emhoditiieut. But it was this only In so far a* it was the State 
of Ihat clas* which ilst-lf represented, for the time tiring, society as 1 
■whole: in ancient time*, the Staic o* slave-owning citizens; in the middle 
ages, the fetiilal lord*; in our sr.'a time, the liourgeoisie. When at last' 
it beiTinie* the real representatiw of-ilie whole of society, it renders it-a-lf 
nnnece,,«ary, .Vs soon as there is no longer any soei.vl clas* to he held in 
•nUjwiion; a* -ssm iis class rule, and the individual struggle for exist- 
rnix! IniissI upon our pn-sciit anarehy in provliiclion, with the r.vllision* 
and e.vtvsscs arising from tlic*e. an' removed, nothing diore remains to 
repressixi. and a sjieeial repressive force, a Btate. is no longer iiis'es- 
sarv. The first a<-> by virtue of whieh the Stale really eon»lit«:i** itself 
the n’pres 'ntative of the whole of s<X'iety—the taking possession of the 
means of profIitetio:i -n tlm name of s,v<-iety—ttiis-is. at ♦'•c same time,

Consumption, the great devastater of the working claw, is begin¬ 
ning to get' something of the attention it (Icsen-e* from scientific and 
iloonomic itudentsi. Ttiliereulosis is es-sentially a poor mnn’s disease, 
and it is making fearful inroad.s into the populatg)n of this country, 
p.rincipally in the congested portions of the cities, but also to some cl¬ 
ient in the farming districts of the poorer . c,, where the houses are 

elosed tight in Winter and th> orciipanis to save fuel avoid ventilation, 
and where also for cheapness sake they live on salt-embalmed pork and 
other unnatural food.«. .. 

We note, with sotric pleasure, that learned circles are coming to see 
that consuraptfbn w hot a disease whirh once “caught” must necessarily 
run its fatal rauni', hut that it is simply nature’s figlit against wrong 
conditions and unheal|hful ways of living, nature’s protest, in fart, 
against had housing, the breathing of too much house air, the eating of 
wrong and poisoned foods, and tlie working in dusty and nnsanjlary 
factorios. I'here is a vast amount of educating necessary in order that 

n le may know w-hat to avoid in tliese directions, and no better way 
1 be suggested tlian that tlie children be taught it in the schools. 
Let our seh(H>l lioards take the subject up and let text books he prepared 
on the question. There is bo time to he lost, for human lives are 
at stake. 

■ *’ In this connection we would urge our readers, apocitily those of 
the factory worker class and those who must live the usual existevK of 
tho modern wage worker, to huv the January number of McClure’s 
Ms/tssinc and to read-the articirt on “’ruberculosis: 'The Real Race 
Buieido,” which covers some fifteen pages with inslructii-e reading about 
.the “great white plague.’’ The maguine cofta ten cents, so that almost 
*an.vone can afford it. “Tuberculosis.” it tells ns, “is not, as was ho- 
''Beved a few years ago, a mwterioiis'and inevitable fate. Modem 
taleience. has shown us that tlie environment which man makes for him- 
«rlf, the habit of life which bo pracKrot, determines bis liability to the 
.^isease. Tuberculosis is the chief cause of death throughout the world. 
\lts one serkms source of infection is from man to man hy the sputum 
^mcpcctorati-d or coughed up; but although communicable in this way, it 
tis not, in the ordinary sense, contagious.” A careful consumptive, who 
hiiderstands thai his rputum b* to be destroyed and not expectorated 
aUiut where il can dry and get into the air as dust for others to breathe 
into llieir lungs, is never a public peril, it says. The article holds *0 
the tlu-ory that the bacillus of oonauroption-is'tlu- means hy wliich the 
disease is spread, and says that an ordinary consumptive oou;^s up about 
S(!vcn billions of thcsi* bacilli in a day. Sunlight kills them, so that 
ordinarily spitting into the street is not a source of public danger. But 
iputqm upon sidewalks nhere it has not dricil and been acted on by sun¬ 
light, is easily trailed into our homes by walking on Uie street, and once 
ti^den into oar|n »■- or rugs may he calculated fo make up a part of the 
dust that the house wife, who usually breathes through her mouth, draws 
in st- each sweeping. Here again, die danger of these littlo micmscopi- 
«s< germs depcnils un conditions. If the person breathing tliem is weak- 
}■.' and in a run do«-n ph.vsicaJ state, they arc likely to find favorable soil 
iar {^o«-th. and a case of consumption is slowly developed. This, of 
course, is file view of medical science. While we do not fully share it, 
the fad ,-emains that it is the person in good healtli, whose living habits 
are proper, who need have no foar of contracting the disease. The 
article in McCIoi-e’s states that in tnberruloiis hospitals tho nurses, who 
are often persons who have been cured of consumption, stand in no 
duger.of contracting the disease, because the expectorations from the 
diseawd lungs of the patients are burned up, and the surroundings are 
kept in a sanitary condition—there being lo.* danger of contagion there 
than- outside their walls. 

The article makes this point, which is interesting and should put 
consumptives on incir guard against the creosote-poison quacks who are 
always ready to take a consumptive’s monev and tlien ship him off to 
“a better eliraate” when he has become so Ld that cure is impossible, 
that ^cre are no specific remedies for consumption nor sure-curc drugs 
or jioiaqnr. The only cure that has really been found of value is the 
fre^ air cure. Best of all it is cheap. ConsnmptivM, warmlr clad, 
have bleiit out doors .Summer and Winter, and breathed out ^r air as 
nianv hours of the twenty-four a.s possible, and cures have been wrought 
in all I'asci where the natient had not let faia ease run until his vital 
forres were completely broken down.' A clean body, food that is not 
irritating to the stomach by means of spices, peppeiw, alcohol, or drugs 
or nareotiiN of the tobacco order, careful attention to breathe nature’s 
air at first hand, well ventilateil l^drooms—all this is necessary to r— 
estaldi-h the right relations that nature demands, if our consumptives
